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The Transportation of Dangerous Goods Act 
and Regulations apply to the handling, offer- 
ing for transport and transporting of danger- 
ous goods within Canada. Transborder 
consignments of dangerous goods (whether 
coming into Canada from the United States 
or going to the United States from Canada) 
must comply with these regulations for the 
Canadian portion of their journey. 


The accompanying publication on responsi- 
bilities for exporters and importers provides 
a general outline of requirements under the 
TDG regulations whether the consignment of 
dangerous goods is international or trans- 
border. This leaflet outlines additional 
requirements that apply only to transborder 
shipments and must be read in conjunction 
with “Responsibilities”. 


Rail and Road Exemption 


Canadian regulations do NOT apply to the 

handling, offering for transport or transporting 
by rail or road within Canada, or from Canada 
to the United States of dangerous goods that: 


O) are included in Division 1 of Class 6 
(a substance that is poisonous through inha- 
lation, contact or ingestion); 


QO have no subsidiary classification; and 
O) are included in packing group Ill. 


Documentation 


United States to Canada 


For dangerous goods (other than Class 1 — 
Explosives, Class 2.3 — Poisonous gases, or 
Class 2.4 — Corrosive gases) coming into 
Canada from the United States, the consignor 
may document the consignment in accor- 
dance with the Transportation of Dangerous 
Goods Regulations, Part|V — Documentation 
OR in accordance with Title 49 of the U.S. 
Code of Federal Regulations (49 CFR). If 
they are documented in accordance with 49 
CFR, the consignor must also: 


0 attach a copy of the Emergency Response 
Form (formerly the HIER form) set out in the 
Regulations for the Transportation of 
Dangerous Commodities by Rail for any 
dangerous goods transported by rail in 
carload, trailerload, truckload or container- 
load quantities except for Class 3.3 and 
Class 9; and 


CX indicate on the documentation, for those 
dangerous goods in quantities outlined in 
Schedule XII of the regulations, whether 
consigned by rail or road, the words 
“Summary of emergency response plan” or 
“résumé de plan d’urgence”, the Transport 
Canada reference number and the 24-hour 


emergency telephone number to call to 
activate the plan. 


For dangerous goods in Class 1 — Explo- 
sives, Class 2.3 — Poisonous gases and 
Class 2.4 — Corrosive gases, the consignor 
may document the consignment in accor- 
dance with the Transportation of Dangerous 
Goods Regulations OR in accordance with 
49 CFR. However, if the consignment is 
documented in accordance with 49 CFR, the 
consignor must also: - 


OC meet the same additional requirements as 
specified for the other classes as outlined 
previously; and 


C1 indicate on the documentation, the classi- 
fication and shipping name assigned to the 
dangerous goods by the Transportation of 
Dangerous Goods Regulations. 


Canada to the United States 


All dangerous goods that are going to the 
United States from Canada, must be docu- 
mented in accordance with the Transportation 
of Dangerous Goods Regulations. 


United States to Canada 


The safety marks for dangerous goods, other 
than dangerous goods in Class 1 — Explo- 
sives; Class 2.3 — Poisonous gases and 
Class 2.4 — Corrosive gases, may be in 
compliance with either Part V — Safety 
Marks of the Transportation of Dangerous 
Goods Regulations OR in compliance with 
49 CFR. If the dangerous goods are marked 
in accordance with 49 CFR, there are two 
additional requirements that must be met 
under the TDG regulations: 


LI the placards must have a plasticized or an 
otherwise water repellant surface; and 


CJ the placards and orange panels must meet 
the retro-reflectivity requirements outlined in 
Section 5.27 of the regulations. 


The retro-reflectivity requirements apply only 
to the following classes and conditions. 


A retro-reflectivity rating of level 2 as estab- 
lished in the Canadian General Standards 
Board Specification 62-GP-11M dated May 
1978 must be met for placards and, when 
required, orange panels that indicate a 
product identification number for: 


0 all Class 1 — Explosives, except Class 1.4; 


0 all Class 2 dangerous goods that are in 
bulk*; 


* NOTE: “in bulk” means dangerous goods 
that are confined only by the permanent 
structures of a large container, or a transport 
unit, without intermediate containment or 
intermediate packaging. 


O all Class 3, 4, 5, 6 and 8, if the dangerous 
goods are in bulk* and are included in 
Packing Group | or Il; and 


U Class 7, if the dangerous goods require a 
category Ill yellow label pursuant to the 
Transport Packaging of Radioactive Materials 
Regulations. 


For Classes 1, 2.3 and 2.4, the dangerous 
goods must display safety marks in compli- 
ance with the Transportation of Dangerous 
Goods Regulations. 


Canada to United States 


The safety marks for dangerous goods going 
to the United States from Canada must be in 
compliance with the Transportation of 
Dangerous Goods Regulations. For danger- 
ous goods other than those included in 
Class 1 — Explosives, Class 6.2 — Infectious 
substances or Class 7 — Radioactive mater- 
ials, the wording, that pursuant to 49 CFR is 
required to be shown on a label or placard 
for the dangerous goods, may be shown on 
the lower half of a label or placard required 
by the Canadian regulations. 
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Training 


lf a person driving a vehicle carrying 
dangerous goods between Canada and the 
United States has been trained in accordance 
with the training requirements for 49 CFR, 
that training is recognized as meeting the 
requirements under the Transportation of 
Dangerous Goods Regulations. 


The regulations, as well, recognize a certifi- 
cate, licence or authorization under the 
Regulations No. 0-8, Uniform Code of 
Operating Rules (rail), providing it relates, at 
least in part, to the aspects of handling, offer- 
ing for transport, or transporting of dangerous 
goods that are applicable to the person's 
assigned duties. 


United States Requirements 


For the portion of the journey that transborder 
shipments are in the United States, exporters 
and importers should contact the appropriate
